I.ignite Miners in Sep arate C l a s s 
Bismarck, N. IE, July 27 .—Lignite 
miners may settle th eir strike by es­ 
tablish ing th emselv es in a class sep ­ 
arate from eith er anth racite or bitum­ 
inous miners. 
Th is was one p lan North Dakota 
op erators and miners are working on 
to secure an immediate max imum p ro­ 
duction of lignite coal.

Progress and Extension of Economic 
and Industrial Freedom for the 
Workers Was Keynote 


(Continued from Wednesday) 
A F T KR NOON SESSION. JULY 17th. 


Tile chairman railed the conven­ 
tion to order promptly at tw o o'clock 
Report of comm ittee on rules and 
order of business 
w as 
submitted, 
which was adopted after 
a 
slight 
amendment was made postponing the 
limit within which re solutions may 
he presented to the convention. 
Delegate Fullerton, of Minneapo­ 
lis, asked for the floor which was 
granted. 
He announced that a joint 
picnic had been arranged for by the 
St. Paul and Minneapolis branches 
of the Trades and Labor Assembly. 
T he proceeds of w hic h 
was to be 
e quall y divided betw een 
the strik­ 
ing railroad workers 
and 
Russian 
relief. 
He also stater! that Lynn J. 
Frazier of North Dakota, and Smith 
Brookheart of Iowa, 
would 
speak, 
and an effort was be in g made to get 
Senator Robert La F o ll e tte to speak 
at 
the picnic. 
He asked that 
the 
secretary of tho F ederation he in­ 
structed to send an invita ti on to Mr. 
LaFollette. 
The picnic is to be held 
at M idway on Ju ly 30th. 
On mo­ 
tion the secretary of the Federation 
w a s so instructed. 
J. P. Gardner, secretary 
of 
the 
State Industrial Commission, made 
a very comprehensive report of the 
work of tile commission to the con­ 
vent ion, his report w as full of facts 
and statistics. 
A number of ques­ 
tions were asked Mr. Gardner by tile 
dele gates regarding the operation of 
the compensation law as It at pres­ 
ent exists and inquirin g if the com­ 
mission was goin g to propose any 
changes. 
Mr. Gardner answered the 
questions very fully, ex p la in in g that 
th e commission w as 
ready 
at 
all 
times to take under advisement any 
c h a n ge 
that 
might 
m ake 
the law 
more operative and of benefit to the 
workers. 
He asked that every dele­ 
g a te from the different sections of 
the state give their full co-operation 
to the commission in this matter, and 
closed by saying “ You need the com­ 
mission and commission needs you.” 
T he president 
then 
introduced 
P aul J. Smith, general organizer of 
the A. F. of L. and personal repre­ 
se n tative of Samuel Gompers to the 
convention. 
Mr. Smith gave an in­ 
spiring and instructive address. 
He 
told of the struggles of labor during 
th e past few years, d w e lt to some 
length on tile coal st rike situation. 
l i e discussed tile railroad strike and 
said that there is an organized con­ 
spiracy among the large business in­ 
terests of the country to destroy (lie 
labor movement. 
Ile 
stated 
that. 
there were forces w it h i n our organ­ 
ization, both industrial and political, 
th a t were c ontr ibu ting th e ir Asb arc 
to try and destroy organized labor. 
Mr. Smith admitted th at labor has 
passed and is at

thro ugh strenuous ti mes and has suf­ 
fered greatly bearing

but he deprecated th e idea (hat la­ 
bor has suffered any real disastrous 
defeats but had come through it all 
magnificently.

attempted this are War Babies or 
F o u r Year Unionists.

Mr. A. W. A wney , president of the 
North 
Dakota State Federation 
of 
Labor, w a s introduced to the con­ 
vention by President Hall.

plained

state and dwelt upon the political 
situ ati on at some length. 
John J. Manning, secr et ar y label 
departm ent, A. F. of L., addressed 
the conve nti on on the labor move­ 
ment in general and par ticularly on 
the question of the union label, shop 
card and button.

MORNING SESSION. JULY 19th. 


The co mm ittee on officers’ reports 
stated th ey bad reviewed the work 
done by th e officers and executive 
council and commented on their e f ­ 
forts 
and 
accomplishments, com ­ 
mended their work and urged a care­ 
ful reading of the officers reports by 
delegates and by other members of 
(lie labor movement of Minnesota. 
Tile report of comr.*Ii too on build­ 
ing trades based on the data su b ­ 
mitted by Secretary Lawson, stated 
that not much more than fifty lier 
cent of the building trades had co­ 
operated 
with 
the headquarters to 
carry out the plan adopted at the 
Brainerd convention to supply the 
organizations throughout

with data regardin g conditions and 
employment.

their assistance, and suggested that

The sa m e experience 
applied to 
the metal trades department. 
The 
com mittee ha v in g this

charge made a similar 
report 
and 
recommended an immediate discon­ 
tinuance of the plan. 
The recoin 
mendation of Hie co mm ittee was con­ 
curred in. 
Tile report of the aud it in g com 
m ittee w as read by 
its 
chairman. 
Delegate Chalmers, of Duluth. 
He* 
reported the hook of secretary-treas- 
urer w as iii fine condition and com­ 
mented on the records in a compli­ 
mentary manner. 
The report s h o w ­ 
ed a ba la nce on 
hand June 30th, 
1922, of $1 1,043.45. 
The resolution on the modification 
of the Volstead act caused consid­ 
erable a n x ie t y am o ng the delegates. 
There was a general feeling that the 
introduction of this resolution would 
cause division and dissent ion. 
The 
resolution submitted was a copy of 
the one passed by the A. F. of L. 
convention at Denver, and calls for 
the manufactu re of beer as a w ho le ­ 
some 
beverage. 
This 
resolution 
came before the convention w it h the 
c om m it tee’s reco mmendation to c o n ­ 
cur. 
Upon presentin g the resolution 
to the co nv ention a 
motion 
was 
moved at once to lay it on the table 
which 
was promptly seconded 
and 
was put to th e delegates without dis­ 
cussion. 
T his motion 
was 
over­ 
w h elm in g ly voted down. 
Immediately an 
amen dm ent w as 
offered 
w h ic h provided 
that

manufacture, sale and dispensing of 
beer should he a strict go vernment 
monopoly. 
T he amendment w’as put 
without discussion and carried.

T h e A m erican public doe* not take kindly to the sufgeatiefi 
th at industries be placed under governm ent control. 
T here are 
m any reasons underlying this attitu d e of the public. 
In the first 
place, Am erican industry, w ith all that it contains of jrood or II, 
has been developed by individual and corporate initiative; and 
secondly, those thin g s which are w ithin the control of th e govern­ 
ment are so ham pered by official red-tajni th at efficiency is not ex­ 
pected of them. 
The introduction of the budget system recently, 
has led to the saving of millions of dollars which otherw ise would 
have been consumed in neediest expenditures. 
The av erage m an 
who visits congress and governm ent departm ents, is disgusted by 
the wate of time in both. 
No industry could operate to advantage 
under the m anagem ent of the average congress; and congress, 
functioning as a Imard of directors of large industrial enterprises, 
would soon bring them to bankruptcy. 
In addition to all this, experim ents in governm ent ow nersnip 
or operation have not been dis.inctly successful; and w hatever 
persons m ay think of the political aspiratio n s and m ovem ents in 
k ussia, there seems to be no questioning the fact th at economic­ 
ally the country has broken down under governm ent control • 
industry. 
And, however such facts may l>e discounted by those 
who say th at Kussia has been unable to successfully op erate its 
factories because of the economic boycott instigated by the other 
nations of the world, people in geneial will not consider the re a ­ 
sons but will judge by the results. 
F o r a fte r all is said, the sta n d ­ 
ard of m easurem ent in the age in which we live is the p ragm atic 
stan d ard which dem ands th at a th in g make good. 
The final ques­ 
tion asked of any system or philosophy, governm ent or business or 
industry, is this: 
I)oew it mAke good? 
In the past Am erican industry has met this test. 
In no coun­ 
try have such results been realized in business and industry us in 
the U nited States, and these resuits huve been achieved by private 
initiative. 
Hut— and here lie the only reason for any considera­ 
tion of governm ent operation— at this time tw o of the largest in­ 
dustries in Am erica are failing to meet the suprem e test, which 
is the test of m aking good. 
At this tim e neither the coal industry 
nor the railroad system s a re serving the public to the public’s s a t­ 
isfaction. 
And serving the public is the reason lo r the existence 
of both. 
To place th e blame for the break-down in providing ,he 
public w ith satisfactory service is beside the m ark, for wnere ¡s 
the person who would not, if a hrm 
in explaining faulty service 
stated, “ O ur employe's a re to blame,” ask of th<* firm, "A nd wno 
is responsible for your employes?” 
In the business world reasons 
fo r failure are not accepted as an excuse for failure. 
Therefore, when such impoiDtnt factors in a n atio n ’s life as 
its fuel producing and tran sp o rtatio n enterprises fail to meet the 
needs of the public the government, representing the public, is 
required to consider the advisability of o p eratin g the mines and 
the railroads. 
These public utilities must eith er find a way ,o 
serve the pubic or the public will find some way to serve (self. 
The mines must produce and the railroads transport. 
If they 
fail to perform their function they have no justification for ex­ 
istence under present m anagem ent. 
Excuses are not activities and 
plausible explanation is not service. If the self appointed serv an ts 
of the people fail to function the nation m ust appoint servants 
who will serve.

joining Its walls to those of its n ext­ 
door neighbors. As the colonies are 
several 
th ousand 
strong, 
the 
bird 
town sodh r e a d i e s a very respectable 
size. 
rriie following season the colony oc­ 
cupies the sa m e tree, building new 
nests on top of th e old ones. T h e tree 
crea ks an d groans, hut the society 
birds ta k e no notice. 
Sometimes the huge m a s s of nests 
comes cras hing down, and the air is 
tilled with dust, feathers, and frig ht­ 
ened squeaks. 
But often the tree It­
